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PROPHETIC WORDS? 
EXCEPT AT SEA, World War I was 
largely static warfare in trenches. World 
War II saw the beginning of mobile w ar­ 
fare. Ships, motor vehicles and planes fa­ 
cilitated and accelerated movement. 
The new look in warfare, judging by ex­ 
ercises of the United States Army, will be 
mobile as never before and with firepower 
multiplied many times over that of World 
War IL 
In its exercises the Army had two air­ 
borne divisions which have been practicing 
all the way from P a n a m a to Alaska and 
Greenland. Arctic detachments have been 
maneuvering in cold climates under a I I 
sorts of weather conditions. Tropic units 
have been training in e x t r e m e l y hot 
weather. 
Globe-girdling planes can put an arm y 
down anywhere. U. S. planes f e r r y i n g 
French troops from France to Indochina 
provide a glimpe of the new look. 
Rocket launchers, bombing planes, atom ­ 
ic artillery and other devices will give al­ 
most any military unit fantastic firepower. 
One H-bomb may have the explosive pow­ 
er of all the blockbusters dropped on E u r­ 
ope in the recent conflict. 
These maneuvers were called F l a s h 
Burn. The hope is universal that they are 
not prophetic words describing a horrible 
nuclear tragedy for which the big nations 
are preparing but which nobody on t h i s 
side of the iron curtain wants. 


SIZE NO GAUGE 
NO ONE WILL quarrel with the stated 
aim of the Justice D epartment to d eter­ 
mine whether the increasing concentration 
of business in the automobile industry 
stems from the normal workings of com ­ 
petitive forces or from possible trade-re­ 
straining factors. 
The m andate of anti-trust laws charges 
government with the responsibility of keep­ 
ing free enterprise channels clear of col­ 
lusive obstructions. But if Attorney Gener­ 
al Brownell has singled out the automobile 
industry on the principal basis of size, that 
is something else. 
Bigness may make large corporations 
obvious targets for anti-trust probers, but 
this characteristic of itself is no longer re­ 
garded as odious by the public or in recent 
rulings of the courts. 
If organizations were justifiably vulner­ 
able on this ground, it is inconceivable that 
the laws have not been changed to bring 
nationwide labor unions within their scope. 
On its face the situation in Detroit a p ­ 
pears to be a battle of giants, with Gen­ 
eral Motors and Ford vying for production 
and marketing supremacy. It is this sort 
of competition that nurtured the dynamic 
Am erican capitalistic system. 


Perhaps Che m ajor stumbling block to an 
effective alliance b e t w e e n the United 
States and other countries is the confusion 
as to American policy which too often ap­ 
pears in press interviews rather than in 
formal documents. 
This is particularly 
true in relation to Korea and Indochina 
with regard to which our officials h a v e 
spoken excessively but actions concerning 
which have been implemented cautiously. 
In assuming leadership of an alliance or 
a coalition, a nation must risk greatly. 
Leadership does involve negotiation a n d 
understanding, but there comes a moment 
of decision when the alternatives are do or 
don’t. At such a moment, those who as­ 
sume leadership must have the courage of 
whatever convictions they hold or they will 
not be followed. This undoubtedly has been 
I John Foster Dulles’s difficulty at Geneva 
; where, no m a tte r what the explanation, 
; Molotov assum ed leadership and author- 
| ity. 
At the Berlin Conference, it was agreed 
on February 18 that the Political Confer­ 
ence concerning Korea should be held at 
I Geneva on April 26. This conference was 
J to deal principally with Korea, but actually 
Korea has become a side issue. These are 
the words of the resolution: 
“ Propose that a conference of represen­ 
tatives of the United States, France, t h e 
United Kingdom, the Union of Soviet So­ 
cialist Republics, the Chinese People’s Re- 
| public, the Republic of Korea, the People’s 
Democratic Republic of Korea, and t h e 
I other countries the armed forces of which 
participated in the hostilities in Korea, and 
which desire to attend, shall meet in Gen- 
| eva on April 26 for the purpose of reaching 
a peaceful settlement of the Korean ques- 
| tion. . .” 
Omitted from the participants are Japan 
and Formosa, who. while they played no 
part in the Korean War, are inevitably im­ 
portant in any settlement. Formosa offer­ 
ed to send troops to Korea but was reject­ 
ed by the United States. Japan is particu­ 
larly vital because the thrust into Korea 
was aimed at the eventual conquest of 
Japan and also ecause if Russia and Japan 
ever come to blows again, it will be over 
Korea and Manchuria. 
The Korean issue has been more or less 
sidetracked and there seem to be few pros­ 
pects that a “ peaceful settlement of the 
Korean question’’ will be reached at Gen­ 
eva. Until a Korean settlement is conclud­ 
ed, no matter how long that takes, there is 
always danger that war will again break 
out in Korea. 
The Indochina problem was included in 
the resolution of February 18 but as a sec­ 
ondary matter. This is the wording: 
“Agree that the problem of restoring 
peace in Indochina will also be discussed 
at the conference, to which representatives 
of the United States, France, the United 
Kingdom, the Union of Soviet Socialist Re­ 
publics, the Chinese People’s Republic, and 
other interested states wall be invited.” 
The invitation of the Chinese People’s 
Republic (Red China) was a compromise 
with Soviet Russia and made the confer­ 
ence possible. Although the following para­ 
graph was added as an escape clause, it 
fooled no one:

Removal of Face Scars

SANDPAPERING the face has 
been one of the m ethods used for 
rem oving scars. 
T here is nothing m ore disfigur­ 
ing to th e face th a n severe acne 
scars or the scars following th e 
scratching of sm allpox or chicken 
pox. Good results have been ob­ 
tained w ith th e sandpaper. How­ 
ever, the person usually m ust be 
p u t to sleep in order to carry out 
th is procedure. 
Th® Latest Method 
R ecently, a new er m ethod for 
tre a tin g these scars was devised. 
T he face is planed w ith a w ire 
brush atta c h e d to a m otor sim ilar 
to th a t used by the den tist for 
drilling. T he brush abrades th e 
face rapidly and can be applied 
to very sm all areas. 
T he physician who m ust carry 
out this procedure can, by his ex­ 
perience, determ ine how deep to 
cut. Som etim es th e tre a tm e n t 
m ust be repeated for the scars to 
com pletely disappear. T he tre a t­ 


m ent is not repeated m ore fre­ 
quently th an every four weeks. 
Numbing the Face 
The face is num bed w ith a spe­ 
cial type of gas known as ethyl 
chloride 
before 
th e 
brushing. 
Once the face beg in s’ to thaw 
from the gas, after it has been 
planed w ith th e electric brush, 
there Is usually some tw enty m in­ 
utes of bleeding. T he skin heals 
in a few weeks w ith a sm ooth 
surface and no evidence of any 
scar tissue. T here is usually no 
difference in the coloring of the 
skin either. 
This treatm en t m ust be carried 
out by a specialist who is fam iliar 
w ith its use. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
C. T.: Would it be harmful for 
a six-year-old child to sleep with 
his m other? 
Answer: From th e point of 
view of em otional h ealth, it is 
best for a child to sleep alone.

WASHINGTON -S e c re ta ry Ez­ 
ra Taft Benson, whose home and 
foreign activities as a Mormon 
elder did not prevent him from 
becom ing a successful farm and 
m arketing specialist, has turned 
him self into a world salesman in 
order to chip away ut 
Uncle 
S am ’s huge agricultural surplus­ 
es. It is an entirely new approach 
to this vexing problem. 
In recent appearances before 
congressional committees, Ben­ 
ton revealed his exasperation and 
desperation 
over 
the 
surplus 
burden, 
which 
grows heavier, 
m ore costly and more unwieldy 
every hour. Together with the Ad­ 
m inistration’s legislative propos­ 
als and his new overseas sales 
plan, he believes that he can re­ 
duce the accumulation of com­ 
m odities by 50 or 75 per cent 
The result would be lower con­ 
sum er prices, reduced taxes ami 
a steady, though slightly small­ 
er, return to the farm er. It would 
restore our farm plant to a nor­ 
m al peacetim e basis in the sam e 
way that President Eisenhower 
seeks to do with other segments 
of the governm ent and the na­ 
tional econom y.

PAINFUL - The Eisenhower-

AKRON, Ohio iJP>—Americans are 
going to v ear out a record number 
of tires this year on their old cars. 
And when they replace them, a 
growing proportion of car owners 
will 
buy 
the 
premium 
quality, 
higher priced tires. Recession talk 
or not. demand for economy lines 
or for recapping jobs hasn't in 
creased noticeably as yet. 
That, at least, is what they tell 
you 
here 
today 
in 
the 
rubber 
capital. 
Prices on 
these 
replacement 
tires are firm, they insist—and if 
they have their 
fingers crossed 
when they say it, they keep them 
behind their backs. 
Tire executives also talk confi­ 
dently of the future of the tubeless 
tire. They say that within a year 
or two almost all car makers will 
use them as original equipment. 
Aging tires on the record number 
of cars on American highways— 
some 46 million of them jamming 
traffic—is the pleasanter side of 
the tire business just now. The 
industry seems more or less re­ 
signed to selling maybe six million 
fewer tires this year than last to 
the auto makers 
o put on their 
new cars. 
Rubber companies whose auto 
manufacturing customers arc in a 
competitive race to produce aren’t 
doing 
badly. 
Those 
whose 
cus­ 
tomers have been shut down or 
slowed down are hurting. 
But one and all, when the com­ 
petition got too hot last month, cut 
the prices of original equipment 
tires by 21a per cent 
They 
insist 
that 
was 
painful, 
even at the present price of rub­ 
ber, because labor and other oper­ 
ating costs are nigh. And they say 
their profit margins are too thin 
for them to cut prices on tires 
sold by dealers to replace those 
worn ones on your old car. 
The rubber industry quickly felt 
the slowdown by the auto makers. 
Dropping sales for most companies 
brought layoffs here. 
It wasn’t only tires. Rubber com 
panies furnish many parts for cars.

ods used during the past IOO years. 
These 
range from

muslin bags to airplane and heli­ 
copter dusting. 
The first public funds were ap­ 
propriated 
for

in 
1854. An entomologist was appoint­ 
ed in the U. S. Department of Ag­ 
riculture and one 
in

State at that time. 
Most of the progress 
in 
insect 
control has com e within the last 75 
years according to T. Ii. Parks, E x­ 
tension entomologist at Ohio State 
University. He says insect damage 
still nullifies the labor of a million 
working men in the United States 
each year. 
Parks, chairman of the com m it­ 
tee planning the Ohio celebration, 
has prepared a history of entomol­ 
ogy in Ohio that will be given to 
those attending the May 23

house.

The Approved Ayrshire Dam 
Plan, which was adopted by the 
Ayrshire Breeders’ Association in 
1942, has aided in the identifica­ 
tion of the most successful ‘brood’ 
cows in the Ayrshire breed.

Insect dam age to Juniper plant­ 
ings in Ohio is likely to be heavy 
this year. Cause of the trouble is 
Juniper scale, a tiny pest that cov­ 
ers ornamental evergreens 
with 
minute whitish scales. Unless home 
owners take steps to kill the 
in­ 
sects, many Junipers may die or 
become unsightly. 


Best method to control Juniper 
scale, according to R. B. Neiswan- 
der of the Ohio Agricultural Exper­ 
im ent Station, is to spray with mal­ 
athion. This is one of the newer in­ 
secticides developed since the war 
and is sufficiently safe for anyone 
to use.

Neiswander suggests one or two 
very thorough sprayings with 25 
percent wettable powder malathion 
at the ra te of two ounces in three 
gallon^ of water. If a 50 percent 
emulsion m alathion is 
used, 
the 
rate should be one ounce in three 
gallons of water. May is the best 
time to spray for Juniper, scale. 
Use two applications at an interval 
of IO days if the plantings are heav­ 
ily infested. 
Foliage of infested 
plants 
ap­ 
pears brownish and thin. Less se­ 
verely affected plants are yellow­ 
ish. 
droopy, 
and 
often have a 
greasy appearance. 
Close ex a m ­ 
ination by the home owner will re­ 
veal minute white scales attached 
to the foliage. 
In the Columbus area nearly 90 
percent of lawn plantings of t h i s 
popular evergreen are infested with 
Juniper scale, as reported by Har­ 
old L. Porter. Ohio department of 
agriculture.

Farmers can save millions of 
dollars this Spring by a drive to 
check the nation’s top calf killer, 
w hite scours, the American Foun­ 
dation for Animal Health reports. 
Desnite the fact that this dis­ 
ease has been recognized for cen­ 
turies, it still costs the nation an 
estimated five to six million dol­ 
lars every year, foundation offi­ 
cials said. 
White scours, also 
known 
as 
acute dysentery, usually occurs 
within 72 hours after the birth of 
calves. The first symptom may 
be diarrhea, followed by 
weak­ 
ness 
and 
listlessness. 
O t h e r 
symptoms 
include 
dry 
s k i n , 
rough coat, 
and poor 
appetite. 
However, officials warned t h a t 
these symptoms also may indi­ 
cate scours caused by coccidiosis 
or parasites, so a diagnosis 
is 
needed when such signs are no­ 
ticed, to determine exactly what 
is causing the condition. 
Veterinarians 
have 
reported 
good success in treating w h i t e 
scours with some of the newer 
medicines, the Foundation said, 
but prevention is economically 
more important than treatment. 
Major 
preventive m easures in­ 
clude cleanliness, proper rations, 
the feeding of 
the cow ’s 
first 
milk, and protection from damp­ 
ness and drafts.

“ Spring burning is an old-fash- 
i ioned practice

I State University wildlife conserva­ 
tionist, warns. 
Davis said a few people s t i l l 
I burn fencerows, 
roadsides, 
ditch 
banks, and entire 
fields thinking 
that fire controls weeds

proves fertility. .Field studies show 
that burning favors annual weeds, 
destroys organic matter and 
soil 
fertility, and encourages water run­ 
off and erosion. 
He said that

stroys 
many young rabbits that 
I would m ake valuable hunting next 
fall. Burning destroys nesting cov­ 
er, and forces wildlife to nest in 
unfavorable places.
